Ah Lung, the Chinese hichbinder who was sent 
ou here from San Francisco at the request and ia 
the employment of Chyo Gon, arrived on the Chi- 
cagoand Alton train from Kansas City at the 
Union Depot. Ever since the murder of Lou John- 
son the police have been looking anxiously 
for this desperado, as his coming was known from 
telegrams found in the possession of Chyo Gon 
upon his arrest.

Gry. BOULANGER, who is pleasantly remem- 
bered in St. Louis as the head of a delegation 
of French army officers, who visited this city 
two years ago, after the Yorktown celebration, 
bas been making a sensation in Tunis, where 
he is in command. It appears that an Italian 
recently slapped a French officerin the face, 
and for this offense was condemned to six days’ 
imprisonment. This light sentence has so 
enraged Gen. BOULANGER that he has issued 
an order to the officers of the French army to 
draw their swords on the slightest provocation 
from Italians. The order does not speak well 
for Gen. BouLanGER or for his officers, An 
army that does not know how to take care of 
its personal honor without a special order 
needs better control than the command of a 
General who submits to the civil law when its 
decisions suit him, and appeals from it only to 
make of each officer an executioner outside of 
the pale of either civil or military law. 


- A BILL limiting the charge for using tele- 
phones to $3 a month has been ordered toa 
third reading by a vote of 60 to 83 in the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature, in spite of the fact that 
the telephone monopoly announced the other 
day that telephone service would be discontin- 
ued in Indiana in consequence of the enactment 
of a $3 limit to the charge in that State. The 
opposition to the enactment in Massachusetts 
takes the ground that any restriction of the 
right of a patentee to charge ali he can get for 
the use of his invention is not good policy, as 
it tends to discourage and paralyze the inven- 
tive genius which has hitherto been stimulated 
greatly to the benefit of the country and its 
people. It has been decided by the courts that 
such a restriction by a State is not a violation 
of a patentee’s legal rights, and so the telephone 
people have to rest their case on considerations 
of public policy alone, It certainly is good 
policy to allow liberal compensation to inven- 
tors and reasonable compensation to com- 
mon carriers. But it devolves on the telephone 
people to show that the three-dollar limit does 
not allow such compensation, and we do not see 
how they can prove such a negative without 
making the practical experiment of operating 
under the limit and showing the result to the 
Legislature.

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


Parliament, having partially recovered from the 
Pious observances of Whitsuntide and the nice 
but naughty dissipation of the Derby, has reassem- 
bled for business, though thus far little or no busi- 
ness has been done. The average British legislator 
is as deliberate in bis work as in his play, and 
never goes fast in anything when it is possible to go 
slow. Next week, however, is likely to be made very 
lively by the opponents of the Government, who 
have been loading themselves for the Russian Bear, 
and propose to shoot at him through, in their 
opinion, his “next best friend.“ the English Prime 
Minister. A vote of censure may be moved, but 
will hardly carry at this stage of 
the game, when a general election is 
so near. Meanwhile popular dissatisfaction with 
the compromise by which the Government bas 
purchased peace has not dimioished. All the great 
Londen journals, with the single exception of the 
News, epenly express disappointment and disgust; 
and that they refiect the decidedly dominant 
public sentiment, there is no reason to doubt. Re 
cently published official documents show that the 
fight of Kushk River was deliberately provoked 
by the Russians for the purpose of assisting their 
elaims to disputed territory, and that the Afghans 
did nothing more than attempt to defend soll which 
has belonged to them for centuries. Gen. 
Komaroff, the Russian military tool in the affair, 
has beep rewarded by the Czar with a 
letter of thanks and a diamond-hilted 
sword; while Sir Peter Lumsden, the 
involuntary English dummy on that occasion, has 
been summoned home—ostensibly to tell a story 
which all the world now knows. Lumsden. who 
will shortly arrive in London, is in a very unamiable 
mood, and is liable to say a great deal more than his 
employers wish him to. The Tories intend to lion- 
ize him by receptions, addresses, etc., hoping 
thereby to loosen and sharpen his tongue for their 
own purposes. He will certainly be a valuable, 
if not vindictive, ally in that war to the knife” 
which will be waged between the rival parties from 
now until the election. If the Tories hada leader 
with as much aggressive brains in his whole body 
as Beaconsfield's little finger contained, the Liberals 
would be badly beaten at the national polls. As it is, 
they are—through the new franchise law—liable 
to retain a working majority in the next Parlia- 
ment. 

At the Lord Mayor's banquet last Wednesday 
evening. that functionary proposed the health of 
Minister Phelps; but, according to the telegraphic 
report, most of the accompanying remarks seem 
to have been devoted toa eulogy of Mr. Lowell— 
which was very pieasant for Lowell, but perhaps 
not quite so pleasant for bis successor. The latter 
replied, and was “much applauded,” but what he 
said to call forth the applause is not stated. Mr. 
Lowell sails for Boston next W ; 

A Cabinet meeting will be held on the 9th inst. to 
decide for or against the renewal of the Crimes 
Act.

Two or three of 
these have occurred in Vienna during the past 
week, and the authorities seem powerless to pre- 
vent them—and make no special effort to punish 
the ringleaders. What a commentary upon our 
much vaunted civilization and progress, that in one 
of the great capitals of Europe deeds should be 
done worthy of the worst periods of medieval his- 
tory—those periods when Christians thought they 
were doing God service by persecuting the 
race which gave Christ and Christianity to 
the world. Austria and Vienna just now 
need schoolmasters and missionaries more tnan 
anything else, for ignorance and superstition are 
certainly getting the upper hand there. 

Russia, smiling serenely at England’s checkmate 
in Afghanistan, is about to test the efficiency of her 
fleet by a series of. naval maneuvers on a grand 
scale, with a view, of course, to be ready for British 
sea-dogs should they be let loose upon the bear 
hereafter. The Emperor, when convinced by this 
experiment that Cronstad: is reasonably safe, will 
go to Moscow—providing a Nihilistic notice ig not 
served upon him meanWhile. Italy has hoisted her 
flag at Suakim, and the Italians at home have not 
yet fully decided whether they want so much 
of the Soudan pie or not. At 
last accounts Osman Digna—reported as practi- 
cally defunct a dozen times in the past month— 
was knocking at the door of Suakim with an fron 
fist, and saluting the Italian flag with volleys of 
long range bullets. If Italy has a grain of healthy 
discretion, she will straightway pull out from the 
Soudan with bag and baggage, and go home. 

In Switzerland the appeal of the Sal- 
vation Army from the decision of the author- 
ities has been dismissed, which makes 
Switzerland a good place forthe Salvationists to 
stay away from hereafter. But what 
is to binder them from invading 
Austria? Spain is trying to get up a cholera epi- 
demic, and , owing to the chronic popular prejudice 
against soap and sanitary precautions, may succeed 
beyond her wishes or expectations. Emperor Will- 
iam is well enough to allow Bismarck to go to Kis- 
singen; which indicates that the venerable Kaiser 
does not intend going to Sheol for the present.

Imported Labor, 
From the Boaten Herald. 

It is stated that the owners of factories lo cated in 
Hamilton, Mass., have imported 350 French-Cena- 
dians to work in their mills-—this, too, it is said, in 
spite of the fact that there are hundreds of idle na- 
tives about that locality eager and anxious for 
work ata fair price. It is this system of human 
importation which has been made use of from time 
to time by the textile manufacturers in New England 
that renders absurd the statements they frequently 
make about the keen interest they have in the wel- 
fare of the American workingman, and their un- 
willingness to have him brought into competition 
with the pauper labor of the oid world, It is stated 
that at the present time not 20 ver cent of the opar- 
atives in the New England cotton mills are Ameri- 
can born, although a generation or so ago the mills 
throughout these States were chiefly operated by 
American men and women. The charge that has 
taken place in this interval furnishes conclusive 
proof that the effect of the protective tariff in these 
large industries has been to drive Americans out of 
employment and to give it to those who are willing 
to work for wages that are beneath the scale which 
an American workman considered necessary for a 
simple but comfortable livelihood. The worst 
feature about this Hamilton importation is that the 
Canadians who have been induced. to come and 
take the place of native workingmen do not intend 
to make the United States their permanent home, 
but hope, after a few years of labor, to retire with 
the money they have laid up to the villages and 
towns on the banks of the lower St. Lawrence.

Safety in a Car,

It is a popular superstition that the center of the 
car is not only the safest part but is ‘Also much the 
easier riding. One of the greatest trials of a Pull- 
man conductor's life is the fact that about every 
passenger asks for a lower center berth the first 
thing, and is frequently indignant because it cannot 
be had. If the center of a car rides any easier than 
the end, then our oars, bunt as solid and as strong 
as they are, spring up and down in the middle pre- 
cisely as does a buckboard. It they do not, why 
should it ride easier? As for safety, if you are in 
the rear of the last car on the train and another 
train runs into the rear, you are liable to get burt. 
In all other accidents you can conjure up as liable 
to occur itis the safest. Ifa head collision there 
is nothing back of you to add force to the biow. If 
the car leaves the track and collides with a bridge 
or any obstruction on a side track it will not be in 
yourend. If the train is thrown down an embank- 
ment there is nothing to land on top of you. Then 
this location is the most pleagant. From it you can 
watch all the movements gt your feliow-passengers, 
often a good way of passing the hours of a long, 
tedious journey. It your eye happens to catch a 
particularly fine view you can, by turning in your 
seat or stepping to the door, take it all in. If there 
is a safest part of a train it is in the last seat in the 
last car.

There are sorts of fun that are funnier than at 
tending a soiree of colored rollerjskaters. Going to

The Revamping to Which **Manette” 
is to be Subjected. 


The Radical Changes Which Will 
Probably be Made in the Local Pro- 
duction—The Attenuated Supple- 
mentary Season—The Opening of the 
Ford Season at the Cave—Juvenile 
Opera at Pope’s—Other Attractions 
for Next Week—Dramatic and Mu- 
sical Notes. 


Manager Thompson, after nearly a week's trial 
of **Manette,"’ is still confident of its ultimate suc- 
cess. He says that he thinks it will prove to bo 
the first successful American opera, but it needs 
changing. The opera will be practically made 
over. It undoubtedly has manifest weaknesses of 
construction, and Mr. Thompson will cut out those 


that cannot be bolstered up. 
*e¢s 


The first week has only given anidea of what is 
needed. In working it over some radical changes 
will be made in the plot and the libretto, and a few 
alteratiors will be made in the music in the way of 
pruning and adding. The first act will remain 
very much as it is, with the exception of some pol- 
ishing up of the libretto and some increase in the 
Comedy work. In the second act the waltz song of 
Manette will be cut out, and the finale will be re- 
written entirely. Instead of the weak ending which 
now occurs, Manette will follow Von Leopold. after 
the balcony scene, to his camp, accompanied by 
Amalie, and the musical score will be changed 
materially. The third and fourth acts will be 
merged into one, and the curtain will go 
up on Manette in the camp of the soldiers. 
Von Leopold's serenade, which is new in the second 
act, will be transferred to this act, and after the 
dream song Manette will disguise herself in uni- 
form. The broom brigade, which is made a separ- 
ate act at present, will be changed intoa drill by 
the entire chorus, male and female, in military 
uniform, All of the electricity and potion business 
will be cast out bodily, and the search of the Mar- 
quis and Dutois for the latter's daughter in camp 
will be made as strong as ble from a comedy 
standpoint. The dirge will be eliminated and Mr. 
Robyn will write a comic song for the Marquis in 
the iastact. This looks very much like following 
the advice given to an author to cut out the libretto 
and rewrite the score as preliminary to having a 
real opera, but. great as some of the changes are, 
the work may still be called Manette.“ Of course, 
this has not all been determined upon as yet, and it 
is only given as a suggestive outline of what will be 
done. Mr. Thompson wants to give the opera in 
Chicago. and expects to take it to New York. He 
must have confidence init, or he would certainly 
not undergo the risks he is taking. 
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There have been several full houses at the Stand- 
ard, and the attendance during the entire week, 
considering tue state of the weather, has been re- 
markably good. Miss Godfrey has made au ex- 
cellent impression, on the whole. Her voice is a 
mezzo soprano, and the score is rather high for her, 
but she bas proven herself capable of handling it. 
As before, it is a ity that 
Bebe Vining should have any singing to do. 
Sue acts and dances in such a conscientious alto- 
gether pleasing way that it is hardly fair to put her 
to the disadvantage of showing hew little voice she 
has. Still the member of an opera company who 
cannot sing is in a peculiarand contradictory posi- 
tion. Phil Branson seemed to regain his voice just 
ashe was leaving and bas done better work than 
usual this week. ‘There has been nothing either very 
good or very bad about the work of the company 
in “Manette.” Ihis week cioses the engagement of 
the company. It has demonstrated tuat it is an ex- 
cellent working organization capabie of giving com- 
ic operas in an entertaining way. More man this 
could hardly be said. From ere the company goes 
to Milwaukee.

The week has been a notably busy one for the 
marketmen.

The Biack Listed Players. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaich. 

New York, June 6.—There will be a base-ball 
war. The American Association have again yielded 
to the League and averted a warfare that would 
have resulted disasirously to itself only. It has 
backed down from the position taken at Pittsburg 
some weeks ago. The backdown is graceful but 
unmistakable. It not only admits that the League 
has the right to reinstate the biack-listed members 
of League Clubs, but it goes further, and is prepar 
ng to reinstate its own black-listed members. It 
is bitter, no doubt, for an association which 


viewed with undisguised horror the awful s acle 
of the League reinstating its contract-breakers and 
reserve jumpers to now follow the League's demor- 
alizing precedent, but that is what it will do to. 
morrow. . 

President Denny McKnight was in the city yester- 
ry Aegis spoke quite freely. He told of the meeting 
to be heid in the Girard House in Philadelphia to- 
modrow and admitted that it was for the purpose 
of reviewing the cases of Bradley, Weaver, Gleason 
and Rowe, with a view to do something towards 
reinstating these players. The action 
is precipitated 4 the favorable progress 
of the suit of Dave Rowe against the St. Louis Asso- 
ciation Club. Mr. McKnight said in expianation or 
the proposed action: The sworn testimony of 
Rowe before the notary shows that he is rather 
sinned against than sinning.

: The Athietic Tournament. 


The grand athletic tournament to be held at the 
League Park to-morrow is exciting more interest, 
both here and in other parts of the country, than 
any similareyent ever held in the West. The en 
terprise and energy displayed by the Missouri 
Amateur Athletic Club in arranging a programme 
of so much interest and putting up such elegant and 
valuable prizes has been rewarded by a splendid 
list of entries of the most prominent local athletes 
and also by the presence at the meeting of several 

f the most noted athletes in the world. They will 
undoubtedly be repaid for thelr untiring efforts by 
the presence of a large crowd, Such arrangements 
have been made as will best lusure the comforts of 
all spectators. Among those entered in the ath- 
letie exercises, the most prominent athiete is M. W. 

ord of New York, all round amateur champion 
athiete of the world. Ford’s records are too fam- 
jliat to all lovers of athlete sports to need any re- 

tition here. 

P Edward Butcher, who ranks as the foremost all- 
round athlete of the West, is a resident of Chicago. 
He stands 5 feet 8 inches; weighs in condition 140 
pounda : is the representative of the Pullman Athietic 
Club, and is their best all-round athlete, being 

at the scratch in all their sprinting events, but has 
repeatedly won from that place. There is no one 
in Chicago or Pullman that can defeat him in the 
100, 220 or 440 yards run. He has rarely suffered- 
defeat at these distances aud only by outside talent, 
being defeated by M. W. Ford in tae 100 yards, but 
redemed himself in the 220-yards hurdle race, bea:- 
ing tne record iu this personnes at the Pullman 
games in the fall of 1883. He has the reoords of 
104 seconds in the 100 yards, 2344 seconds in the 220 
yards and 54 seconds in the 440 yards. 

L. E. Goodwin of Chicago stands 5 feet 9 inches 
in height aad weighs 155 pounds; iv an E nglish- 
man — birth, but commenced his athivtic career 
in America. Heis a member of the American 
Athletic Club of New York. The number of the 
events he has successfully competed im is quite 
lengthy. The following are among some of his 
best performances. On May 80, 1879, with — 
yards start, won the 440 yards run in 484 seconds 
at the meeting of the Orion Rowing and Athietic 
Club, Jersey City; June 28, 1879, ran second to L. 
E. Myers, whom he conceded ten yards start in 
220 yards’ run; on September 21, 1879, won the 220 
yards in N seconds, from the scratch, at games 
of tue New York Athletiq Club. On July 25, 1830, 
won the balf-mile race in 2 minutes and 11 seconds 
at the games of the W. U. T. Co. in New York. At 
the summer games of the N. I. A. C. was second 
in a halt-mile in 2 minutes and 4 seconds. At the 
combined meeting of the Manhattan and New York 
Clubs, won a 800. yard race from the scratch in 344 
seconds. At spring games of 1881 of the Mau- 
hattan Athietic Club, ran second to L. E. Myers in 
a 300 yards run. In fall games of same club won 
tue 220 yards with ten yards’ start in 2439 seconds. 

Wm. Norris of St. Louis is perhaps better known 
by the name of Spencer, under which he has won 
many events, and ranks throughout the West 
as nearly, if not quite, the equal of Butcher. 
He stands six feet in beight and weighs 160 pounds 
in running costume; is a member vf the Missouri 
Amateur Athletic Club. He has considerable local 
reputation as a sparrer and wrestler, and has made 
very fast records in running and walking. He made 


nis debut in athletic circies in a Ofty-mile walk giv- 


en by the members of the Missouri Gymnasium, 

akiug third place in this event and scoring 48% 
Cited i ten hours and three minutes. He subse- 
fuently walked tae winner, James B. Hathaway, a 
five-mile race, in which ne was victorious. He early 
discarded walking, however, and took to spriot 
running, which is bis best hold. Ap at the 
ball games of the St. Louis Athletic Club in 1881, 
winning wis ueat in the * — race in 10% sec- 
onds from the scratch, but was unplaced in the 
final. He joined the St. Louis Lacrosse Ciub in 
1882, winuing the title of champion runner of that 
club by défeating their next best man, George 
Ruodes, in a 100-yards race, in which he conceded 
him six yards start. Attended the Puliman (iL) 
Athlevic Club games op May 3, 1883, winning the 
100-· yards race iroin the scratch in 1044 sevonds from 
a ald of twéuty starters, also winning the long 
jump, aud taking second place in the bigh jump. 
Frou tuts time on Norris was scra:ch-man in aii 
cal jumping and spriuting contests, but showed 
the wisdo:n of the haadicapers by winning, out of 
six handicaps in wuich he entered, t m one, 
second m two, third um: one, and unplaced in two. 
He is the present holder of the silver pitcher em- 
blematic of tne champion at ruaning ot the four 
foot-ball clubs of St. Louis, having run Thos. Tay- 
lor a dead heat for it in a 300-yards race in 33 
seconds, winning two weeks later by defeating him 
five yards in 88 seconds; also holds the Ricuards 
challenge cup, Winning on the 4th of July, 1835, 
from the scratch, and successfully holding it against 
ali competitors tor six months. Norris nas only 
been beaten once in a sprint race from the scratch, 
being defeated in a match race with Sam PF. Myer- 
son six inches in seventy-five yarus, timed in 8 
seconds. He however defeated Myersoa. the same 
day in tne 100 yards race. 

Thos. ‘Tayior Lingo, better known as Thos. Tay- 
lor, one of the most promising athlete in this 
city, who is now 20 years oid, stands 5 feet 10 incues 
and weighs in condition 140 pounds, made his first 
appearance as an atulete, March 16, 1881, ia a 100 
yards handicap with ten yards start. He won 
“hands down” m 10% seconds. On May 30, at 
Pullman, III., he won ine 100 yards in 104 seconds 
with an allowance of three yards, also winning the 
standing long jump, 9 feet 844 inches. After this 
ne was placed near the scratch in all running 
events, but succeeded in runniag second in two 
handicaps. On June 15, run a dead heat of 300 
yards wich W. B. Norris in 33 seconds, a remark- 
able performance for an atalete who has only been 
on the cinder path a year. On August 81, won tae 
2v0-yard hurdle race from the scratch in 34 
seconds, Oa November B, witn twenty-five yards 
start, won one half mile run from a large fleid in 2 
minutes, 7 seconds. 

Joseph A. Murphy of St. Louis stands 5 feet 
10 12 incees im “—height and weighs 150 
pounds in ruvning costume. Murphy is one of tne 
most promising athletes in the city. In fact, he 18 
the coming sprinter, for already he has taxen 4 
foremost position as a 100-yard runuer, and so fast 
was hisimprovement in speed that he is credited 
with winning two handicaps in guccession, a rare 
occurrence, considering the fast nen he had to 
compele agaist and the short time re has been on 
the running trac<. His records, thouga not leugthy, 
are brilliant. His frst appearance was at Sports- 
mau's Park games, August 31, 1484, in the 100-yard 
race, with seven and a half yards start. He won in 
101-5 seconds, duplicating this performance by 
winning frou the four yards mark at the Hiberniau 
games October 5. His next appearance was at the 
Union Park athletic tournantent, where he com- 
peted in the 100 yards and quarter-mile races. He 
unfortunately sprained hisanxle in the 100 yards, 
and,much to the regret of his friends, was unplaced 
in his trial heat where he started from 
the three- yard mark. M. W. Ford of New Vork 
on the scratch. He, however, gamely entered the 
quarter-mile race, and from the 15 yards mark won 
second place. Time, 5134 seconds. In this race he 
beat McBriar, the notea Cincinnati scratchinan, 
who had tne same start. Murphy nas been training 
steadily this spring, and to-morrow he will un- 
doubtedlty surprise a great many with the improve- 
meut of his speed, *

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THE GAME OF POKER. 


The Chief Feature ofthe Harrigan Investi- 
gation Before the Police Board. 

The proceedings of the Roard of Police Commis- 

sioners yesterday in examining the charges pre 
ferred by C. W. Price against Chief of Police Har- 
rigan, were characterized by all the accidence of a 
broad farce. The trial of Chief Harrigan was car 
ried in yesterday's Post-Dispats down to the tes 
timony of Mr. Henry P. Hart, which proved to be a 
varitable bombshell for the prosecution. One 
Malone had testified to the press on of Chief 
Harrigan in office. Harrigan dragged this worthy 
young man off toa dungeon cell. he being there 
and then an innocent and inoffensive person. Mr. 
Henry B. Hart was put on to vorroborate the story 
of the outrage. The witness took the bit between 
his teeth and ran off with tbe story, despite the en- 
ergetic efforts of Mr. Chandler to head him off 
Hart had been one of the principals in the 
Hart and Dunlevy Scandal. and Malone had been 
hired by a spy named Bennett to shadow him. Ma- 
lone had come int. his premises without his per- 
mission, and had docged bim all over the town. 
The witness had complained to the police again and 
again, andit vas oniy when he had been able to 
satisfy the chief thai Mal one had trespasse’ that 
his arrest was ordered. This was knock-down No. 1 
for the prosecution. 
Mr. Chandier then put Judge Krum, Chief Harri- 
gan's counsel, on the witness stand, and demanded 
of hi whether he knew of Chief Harrigan piay- 
ing poker in St. Louis since January 7, 1884. Jude 
Krum did not; be had never seen him play. He 
knew that Hoxie Hoffman kept a poker room at 105 
N. Eighth street. He hadn't the shghtest idea when 
it had been raided or how often. Judge Krum 
then complimented the witness and waived cross- 
examination. 


Collector Heury Clay Sexton was sworn and 
he 


asked if Lad ever played 
poker for money. Mr. Clay decline d 
to answer on the ground that it was a 


little too leading a question. He had never played 
with Chief Harrigan, nor had he seen him piay. 
Eph H. Eddy, the keeper of the poker-room at 621 
Locust street, was examined. He was examined as 
an expert in poser and he explained the game to 
the commissioners, nove of whom appeared to have 
even the most rudimentary idea about it. His 
game had been broken up by the police. Circuit 
Attorney Clover testified to having played poker at 
the corner of Fifth and Clark avenue with Mr. 
Hoblitzelie, Mr. John R. Slevin and Judge Kinney. 
They played till daylight, pretty nearly till the time 
for court to open. It was a 50 cent limit game and 
there was no kitty.“ A number of ether witnesses 
were examined, including Al Brantiey, Phil Hellery, 
Arthur 8. Lyons and Stephe Stevens,none ofwhom 

kuew anything to the point. Mr. David 
Caruth was putonthe stand and questioned re- 
garding the alleged game at the Hot Springs, in 
Arkansas, where the witness was said to bave lost 
$3,700 t0 Chief Harrigan. Mr. Cgruth was ruled 
out before he had a chance to explain that game, 
despite nis protests, and the Hot Springs mystery 
was buried again before it was thoroughly resur- 
rected, Tue truth of this matter being that Mr. 
Caruth did not any money to speak of at Hot 
Springs, the whole publication being an April fool 
joke ou the Chief anid Mr. Caruth. This was the 
ast witness examined and the proceedings were 
adjourned to Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock p. m. 
Mr. Joseph B. Mevuilagh proposed that the investi- 
gation be transferred to the Standard Theater and 
run there asa show. He offered to pay all expenses 
aud divide the profits with the counsel and the 
Commissioners, but his suggestion was not taken 


in good part.

js far as circumstances permit him to go, Stepniak 
es well; and from the mass of v&ried informa- 
en he has furnished in contributions to English 
nagazines and journals, and in his two books, the 
ntelligent reader can form a sufficiently clear idea 
of the true intent and meaning of that strange and 
iesperate political conspiracy known by the vague 
ame of *Nibilism.’* The volume before us is di- 
vided into three parts: “The Past,” Dark 
Places” and “Admiriistrative Exile.“ The first 
is the most instructive; the two last the most inter- 
ating. Not many persons are aware that “the 
yasantry of that despotic country, Russia, enjoy— 
ave for some abuses—almost as great a measure 
¢ self-government as the rural communes of 
Switzerland and Norway.” It is to this fact, in 
connection with another we shall mention, which 
renders the revolutionary propaganda so difficult as 
to be almost hopeless. The mir of Central Russia, 
in Southern Russia the gromada, may be de- 
scribed asa disorderly town meeting; probably a 
faithful reproduction, if not an unmistakable sur- 
vival of the Folk-Mote“ of our Teutonic ances- 
tors. The humblest member of the community 
may convene the mir at any time, and at any place 
within the boundaries of the village. If the author- 
ities refuse the call, they are liable to dismissal 
from office, or indefinite suspension, by the assem- 
ly which meets regardless of their refusal The 
neetings, Often in the open air and never in any 
{red place, are apparently ilttle better than a leg- 
lative mob. There is no chairman, no committees, 
o rules of proceeding, Theconvener states the 
wsiness Which justifies his action, and then a gen- 
eal disc ussion begins; everybody talking at once, 
yen the matter is of exciting character, and the 
for being finally held by the ablest or most popu- 
lar talkers. No question is ever settled by the voice 
of the majority; for voting is unknown, and every 
question must be, and always is, settled unani- 
nously. Sometimes dayselapse before unanim- 
ity is reached, butin the end mutual concessions 
develop a proposition to which all can agree, and 
that proposition straightway becomes inflexible 
law. It is scarcely necessary to say that tie ut- 
most freedom of speech is allowed in debate, and 
views are frequently urged which, if proclaimed in 
St. Petersburg or Moscow, would dismiss their 
author to the nearest prison. 

The Imperial Government has wisely let the mir 
done, never interfering to any serious extent within 


us jurisdiction; and as long as the let-alone policy 


continues, a general revolt of the Russian peasan- 
wy is practically impossible. Thus the political in- 
situtions of the lower classes are essentially Demo- 
cratic; those of the higher classes are altogether 
sutocratic—and Russia has no middle class, in the 
proper sense of the term. That popular element 
which formed the backbone of the English Revolu- 
ton of the seventeenth century, and of the 
French Revolution of the eighteenth, 
lacking here. The higher classes 
are, for the most part, content with the 
tutocracy and bureaucracy from which they derive 
power and profit; the lower classes are, with rare 
exceptions, satisfied with communal freedom, and 
tare nothing for the centraltyranny they do not 
feel; or, if they feel it, accept the infliction as the 
will of God, and of His Vicegerent, the Czar. For 
it mustalways be remembered that in Russia autoc- 
tay and theocracy are biended: the one owning 
ud controlling the bodies, and the other the souls 
the people. Among the nobility the State relig- 
on is little more than an empty form; but among 
he peasantry, which constitute the overwhelming 
majority, itis anironclad spiritual despotism, of 
vhich the victims are utterly unconscious. Steeped 
» the lips in hereditary ignorance and superstition, 
he willing tools of the priesthood and the willing 
‘aves of the Czar — what is there that can reach 
4nd move these dull and sodden millions? 
Nibiiism—as far as definite information can be 
obtained on this point—draws the bulk of its re- 
eruits from the students and young, graduates of 
the universities; to whom are added a few members 
of the nobility, a somewhat larger number of small 


of existing abuses, and a political reconstruction 
which shall aim at the greatest good for the gredt- 
est number” they will sooner or later succeed. Rus- 
sia is to-day the only unmixed despotismin Chris- 
tendom; the only country claiming to be civilized 
which tolerates a government in which the -prin- 
ciples and practices of barbarism predominate, 
Such a government, under such circumstances, can- 
not last. Peaceably or forcibly it must and will be 
changed for something better--something more in 
harmony with that democratic idea which is the 
political regeneration of the nineteenth century. 
The master of a million bayonets may imagine that 
he can do what he will, indifferent alike to foreign 
reproach or domestic rebellion. But “bayonets 
think,“ even in Russia; and the combined forces of 
autocracy, ignorance and superstition must gradu- 
ally yield to influences born of education and in- 
spired by that Jove of liberty and hatred of oppres- 
sion which are the controlling instincts of pro- 
gressive humanity. “Desperate diseases require 
desperate remedies.” Nihilism is not lovely, nor 
altogether of good report; but it is, we believe, the 
entering wedge for greater and nebler things—the 
stormy dawn of a brighter and happler day. 


Dret von TsE Sick. By Mrs. Mary F. Henderson. 

New York: Harper & Bros. 

Mrs. Henderson's new book illustrates a branch 
of study which is included in no system of educa- 
tion extant, yet which is more likely to prove of prac- 
tical service in the future life of young people than 
all the French, German, mathematics and general 
literature that ever was taught in schools. Of all 
the vicissitudes of our life on earth (death perhaps 
excepted) sickness, in some form or another, is the 
one of all others we are most certain to meet with, 
either in ourselves or our friends. It is astonishing 
the amount of service a person acquainted, by ex- 
perience or otherwise, with the few and simple 
rules which regulate common-sense sick nursing 
can render to his fellow-creatures throughout his 
life. It is still more amazing that, knowimg well 
this fact, as every one does, ninety-nine persons out 
of a hundred should always leave the moderate 
amount of study necessary until it is too late, and 
sickness is already in the house. 

Reliable works on sick nursing at home and its 
twin-science, cookery for the sick, are very badly 
needed in the present day. The only standard 
work we remember on the subject within late years 
was Florence Nightingale’s Notes on Nursing.” 
This almost perfect work, which should be im- 
mortal, is, however, out of print. We therefore 


welcome this new volume on sick-room cookery 
with delight, the more so that itisa really trust- 
worthy and valuable work. 

„Diet for the Sick is an 8vo. volume of some 


230 pages. Itis published by Harper Bros. of New 
York, while the author is a lady well known inthe 


social and literary circles of St. Louis. The title of 


the volume is not by any means exhaustive; nor is 
it quite explanatory of the nature of the work as a 


whole. Fully one-half (and that the first half and 


appendix of the book) is devoted to a critica! 
examination of the 


food in common use 
Every species of nourishment common to our tables 
is analyzed, weighed, examined, and either ap- 
proved or condemned. New preparations are 
recommended and described in place of old ones, 
which the writer considers hurtful; and. when 
practicable, directions are given for their prepara- 
tion at home. Some space is devoted to wholesome 
food for infants, and itis not until wearrive at 
page 89 that we come to receipes forthe sick and 
convalescent. On page 199 we return in the appen- 
dixto ourformer subject, with copious extracts 
from various writers, chiefly medical, on the nature 
and effects of various kinds of food and drink. 
Taking the volume asa whole, it may best be de- 
teri as a treatise on food, its nature and prop- 
erties in sickness and health, divided into two dearly 

ual parts: 1. Food in its relation to health, 
2. Diet for the sick. We will consider these sepa- 
rately: 

PART I. 

Those amongst our readers who have kept up 
with the general scientific thought of the day will 
not be surprised to hear that in analyzing the 
different foods and beverages in common use, the 
very first our writer falls foul of are 
our old and tried friends, tea and coffee. These 
are pronounced, inthe first pagesof the work, 
rather hurtful than beneficial. They are not abso- 
lutely condemned like ice-water, spirituous liquors 
and tomatoes, but the writer uses a strongly 
dissuasive tone in speaking about them, though, 
with feminine inconsistency, she prescribes the 
best mode of preparing them further on. In their 
place she recommends an exhilarating beverace 
described as hot water tea, which may be briefly 
described asa pot of tea minus the tea. It con- 
sist,“ says the autnor, “simply of boiling water, 
with cream and sugar added and is served in a tea 
cup.” li is to be taken with a bit of imagination, 
(sic) to be used in piace of bread and butter, we 
imagine — wich the aid of which addition“ it will 
soon seem to possess all the flavor of the genuine 
English breakfast or Hyson, Government Java or 
Mocha. “Yet some persons,” adds, the author, 
piaintively, are very difficile, and have no imagin-

The objections to tea and coffee we can indorse. 


That she bas also had long, varied and practical 
experiences in the subjects which she undertakes 
to instruct the world is clear, from the concise, yet 
— — comprehensive, manner in which her 
irections are give. Fla shes of humor from time 
to time add lightness to a work which might other- 
on the reader. 
work are few, and consist 
chiefly in the too eiaborote quotations from other 
writers, which gives the work a dry encyclopediacal 
appearance, and causes it at the first glance to 
look less interesting than it really is. In addition to 
anappendix of thirty pages entirely devoted tolong 
quotations, almost every page in the first half of 
the work has one or more paragraphs from other 
authorities. Mrs. Henderson needs to apply her 
own rules for corporal digestion to her reading. 
Instead of digesting what she has read, mingling it 
with her own knowledgé and experience, and giv- 
ing the whole to the world as the carefully watured 
evidence of her researches, she simply cuts 
out the articles which please her, and gives them 
in full; performing, in fact, what in newspaper 
offices we cali “scissors work.“ There is a good 
deal of advertising (free or otherwise) of firms en- 
gaged in the preparation of patent foods and 
breadstuffs, which the said firms will appreciate, 
but the public wiil reseut. 

On the whole, the book is a useful work, and will 
forma valuable addition to the health volumes 
now in existence. It combines much information on 
this comparatively new subject, with no small 
amount of interesting matter. Circumlocution and 
unnecessary verbiage is avoided. The style is 
terse and yet exhaustive; the language pure and 
well chosen. It is a book that should not only be 
found on every book-shelf, but should be taken 
down and read, marked, learned and inwardly di- 
gested.

Alphonse De Neuville, a Great 
Painter of the Present Century. 


The Artist’s Career and Death—His 
Friend, De Taille—The Latter's Grief 
—De Neuville’s Love and Marriage— 
Peculiarities of the Famous Painter, 


By Telecraph to the Fost-Dtepatch. 

New York, June 6.—The following correspond- 
ence is published in a morning paper: 

Paris, May 22.—After a long, tedious and pain- 
ful illness, one of the greatest printers of our 
century, Alphonse De Neuville, died two days ago, 
He was buried this morning from the small chapel 
of Saint Francois De Sales, which is quite near to 
his house. The body was placed in the vault of the 
church, as the final ceremony is to be celebrated 
at Saint Omer, where the deceased was born. The 
work of the artist is Wo recent, too entirely famii- 
lar and too popular to require comment, praise or 
explanation. There is scarcely a child in the uni- 
verse who does not know the frightful, heartrend- 


ing tragedy of the “Last Cartouch.” The most 


illiterate have studied the details of the “Church of 
Bourget.“ Our people are recognized here as 
being the fortunate possessors of De Neuville's 
best work, Had he been often less true to nature 
in his battle scenes, the fondness of the Americans 
for the peculiar dash and brilliancy of his talent 
would have left no pictures with bis signatures to 
the European amateurs.

De Neuville was glad to illustrate, and many vol 
umes will now have great value. The salon of 1878 
was the first signal to his world-wide recognition.

Waterworks Extension Report Referred— 
The Gas and Railroad Bills.

It contemplates the erection of 
works with a capacity of fifty million gallons per 
day, with an increase of one hundred million gal- 
lons by adding pumping machines, settling basins 
and filters. The location was recommended at 
Chain of Rdcks. The board, however, submitted 
plans and estimates of the work at Chain of Rocks 
and at Bissell's Point. The cost of switch, tower, en- 
gines, etc, at Chain of Rocks would 
be $580,000; settling basins, wells, con- 
ducits, etc., $535,170; switch from
